CHINA. 


PEKING, 

Dates are down to September 6, but there was nothing cur- 
rent of any importance. The English Admiral was expected 
on a visit to the Minister, Sir R. Alcock. 

We learn from Peking that the mother of the Emperor's 
tutor has recently died. The Emperor insists that the usual 
custom of a three years’ retirement by the latter shall be 
dispensed with, and that he sbull resume his dutics after a 
retreat of one hundred days. The Emperor has given 2,000 
taels towards the funeral expenses, 

TIENTSIN. 

The following is from Messrs. Platt and Co.’s circular of 7th 
September :— 

Our market for manufactures gencra!ly has been in a most 
depressed state. At the early part of the month the want of 
demand was in some measure attributable to the extremely 
high temperature, and the large quantities of goods previously 
imported by natives from Shanghai to a great extent still re- 
main in stock, and, as many of them are advanced upon by 
native banks, holders are frequently anxious to realise, ‘Theso 
circumstances occasioned a fall in price, which, however, has 
been recovered with the cooler weather, aud prices are now 
steady, 





The fall trade, although hardly commenced, has shown signs 
of doing #0, by an increased inquiry, which has been noticeable 
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since the Ist inst., and we anticipate that the more peaceful 
European advices looked for by each succceding mail will further 
stimulate demand, 

Grey Shirtings: From the continued supplies which come 
forward, and the large stocks held here, we do not expect an 
early improvement in price, more particularly as accounts from 
the interior markets are very indifferent. Judging from past 
years, and taking 84lbs. grey shirtings at a value of 3 taels per 
picul or over, natives have already imported fan average year’s 
consumption, say over 550,000 pieces,

SHANGHAI, 

Dates are down to the 2ist Sept. The mail of 26th July 
arrived out on the 8th Sept. The following items are from the 
North China Herald :— 

The discussion which has go long been dragging on, regarding 
the status of the Shanghai Gas Company, has at Jength been 
brought to aclose by a letter from Mr. Myburgh, whose 
opinion that the so-called company was a copartnership Mr. 
Mitchell as-ailed, and a reply by the latter. The result of the 
controversy is, that it seems very doubtful whether commercial 
companies in Shanghai have any legal existence at ull, especially 
as they comprise members of divers nationalities to whom of 
course different laws apply. The American Court has, however, 
recognised the existence of the Dock Company in a manner it 
could well have dispensed with ; a claim brought by it against 
Messrs. Fogg and Co., for docking the steamer Enterprise, 
having been given against them ; and a counter claim for delay 
decided in favour of the claimants. 

Further proceedings have becn taken in the bankruptey of 
J. H, Wignall and Co., and J. P, Jordan. 

The Taotai has consented to raise his contribution to the 
Municipal Exchequer under the head of wharfage dues to 
$14,000, It has been suggested that a plan of the settlement 
be drawn up, with the numbers of lots aud the names of owners 
depicted on it, as considerable difficulty is frequently found at 
present in identifying property. 

The official liquidator of the Agra Bank has announced that 
a dividend of js. in the pound will be shortly paid to local 
creditors, 

The Taotai has been induced to issue a proclamation prohi- 
biting the sale of game within the precincts of the foreign set- 
tlement during the close season. 

Another proof of the inconvenience of the present system of 
transit dues on produce coming down from the interior has 
occurred in the case of some un-fired green teas, which were 
detained for six weeks at a Customs barrier above Hangchow, 
and when eventually released were so damaged that they were 
resold on the spot. The Customs authorities refused to take 
the transit certificates tendered as genuine proof of foreign 
ownership, and declined even to accept the usual native duty if 
paid in the foreign name until the owner himself went up. 
The same inconvenience experienced here in the case of tea 
is felt on the Canton river in the case of imports. Evidently, 
the system of inland transit dues will require attention at the 
revision of the treaty, in 1868. The rumour to which we 
alluded in ovr last issue of another irruption of the Yellow 
River is confirmed, so far at least as regards the fact of 
an inundation, The fact, however, that the locality indi- 
cated as that which has suffered is situated to the eouth of the 
line indicated on the maps as the old channel of the Yellow 
River, brings back all the haziness which had so long sur 
rounded the course of this stream, but which appeared to have 
been partially dispelled by the recent accouuts of Messrs. 
Martin and Williamson before the Asiatic Society. These 
gentlemen expressed their assurance that the Yellow River 
now ran into the Gulf of Pecheli, and had deserted its southern 
bed; whereas we now have it bursting its banks ata point 
still further south. It yy be a question whether the inun- 
dation be attributable to the actual body of the Yellow River, 
or to an affluent, or to the overflow of the lakes which lie to 
the north of Yangchow. But as to the damage caused there 
appears to be no question. Numbers of the inhabitants of the 
flooded districts have sought refuge in Nanking, and the 
Chinese assert the loss of life and the destruction of property 
to have been fearful. 

a ‘The steamer Ajax arrived from Hong Kong on the 19th 
fept. 

The number of cases decided before the Mixed Court suffi- 
ciently illustrate the value of that institution, and the large 
amount of business it despatches. Five criminal and five civil 





cases—the latter of varied character, and involving sums 
amounting in the aggregate to some tls. 15,000—form a list 
that few English Courts would dispose of in a single day. The 
absence, however, of the cambrous technical formalities which 
impede the working of the latter enables:the Mixed Court to 
get through its business with more than ordinary quickness, 
‘There is a primitive simplicity in the promptness with which 
facts are clicited, that contrasts refreshingly with the circumlo- 
cutory process of examination and cross-examination prevailing 
in our own courts, ’ 

‘The following is in reference to the proposed railway from 
Shanghai to Soochow :—The line of railway is to unite, in the 
first instance, Shanghai and Soochow. A great portion of this 
route has been surveyed, and a temporary terminus might be 
erected at a point on the Soochew creck near the present Soo- 
chow bridge. Itis proposed that a single line be built at first, 
making the bridges, however, wide enough to allow of a second 
track being laid whenever it became advisable. The probable 
cost of the railway including rolling stock &c., &., is estimated 
at tls. 28,400.00, or say for tho 62 miles taels 760,800.09. To 
this sum must be added for termini, stations, iron bridges, &., 
330,000.00, making a total of taels 2,140.300.C0. The estimated 
receipts of such a line per year are put down at tls. 282,510.00, 
and the total amount of expenses for a year at tls. 107,400.00, 
giving a net gain per annum of tls. 179,110.00 or about 74 per 
cent. 

It is with regret that we have to record the melancholy sui- 
cide of Mr, C. Grey, commission agent. He had for some 
time been suffering very severely from large boils, which had 
depressed his spirits and affected his mind. An inquest was 
held and a verdict of temporary insanity returned. 

His Excellency the Hon, Anson Burlinghame, Minister for the: 
United States, has arrived en rowe to Peking from Sau Fran- 
cisco and Yokohama, The return of Mr. Burlinghame is gene- 
rally regarded with satisfaction, as his conciliatory spirit and 
moderate views have always been of great advantage in the 
adjustment of diplomatic difficulties. e 

A mecting of Consuls, at which were present those for thg 
United States, Great Britain, France, Prussia, Denmark an 
Austria, took place on the 15th Sept. A draft of pilot regu” 
lations was laid upon the table by Mr. Seward, Consul-Geveral 
for the United States, and after a short discussion, was passed, 
subject to confirmation at Peking. It is proposed in the regu- 
lations to establish a pilot board at Shanghai, under the presi- 
dency of the harbour master ; and that licences shall be granted 
to duly qualified pilots, those not so qualified being subject to 
fine if foreigners, and if natives to prosecution in the Mixed 
Court, The rules, as proposed, are to establish the rates of 
pilotage as under :—

HONG KONG, 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hose Kona, Sept. 26. 

This mail will take home, unless some unforeseen delay in- 
terposes, the memorial which has been got up here for traus- 
mission to the Secretary of State for the Colonies as an appeak 
against the Stamp Act. It will show numerous signatures ; 
but, notwithstanding the agitation that has been fomented 
against the proposed introduction of this form of tax by the 
wealthy merchants, the longer the discussions on the subject 
continue the more clearly does it appear that a very strong and 
important party in the colony is in favour of the measure. 
Hong Kong is no longer the purely trading depot it was so 
lately as even five years ago. There are now large numbers of 
residents totally unconnected with trade—lawyers, physicians, 
engiueers, commanders of vessels, &c., who are householders in 
Hong Kong, and who view with disfavour the proposals to im- 
pose double rates of house tax. It has recently been ascer 
tained that, against 102 mercantile houses in Hong Kong, 
there are some 900 and odd householders; and it 
may safely be presumed that at least two-thirds of 
the latter class will highly applaud the determined action of 
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Sir Richard MacDonnell in putting the load of extra taxation 
on the shoulders that are best able to bear it. Strong efforts 
have been made by the opponents of the measure to inflame 
the minds of the Chinese population by exaggerated state- 
ments respecting the operation of the Act, and this course has 
notably been pursued in the Chinese issue of the Daily Press, 
a shect in which imaginativeness (to say the least of it) is 
allowed the fullest scope. These Chinese newspapers, both 
here and at the ports, are conducted with none of that reserve 
which a salutary dread of libel penalties imposes for the most 
part on editors writing in the English language ; and they are 
constantly made the vehicle of misrepresentation of matters 
foreign and Chinese. Quite recently a weekly Chinese news- 

~ paper published by some missionaries at Canton was threatened 
with a prosecution by a Chinese mandarin who had been grossly 
(and it appeared unfoundedly) libelled in one of its numbers. 
It is, in fact, as a chronique scandaleuse respecting the native 
officials in general that these journals aro prized by the Chineso 
who buy them ; and the insertion of libels for a “ consideration ” 
is said to be one of the main sources of revenue of these news- 
papers. The journal published here takes the lead in piquancy 
in this respect, I have been informed, and its statements with 
regard to the probable effects of the Stamp Actare said to be 
thoroughly exaggerated. 

Another horrible tale of piracy goes home by this steamer ; 
indeed, it is perhaps the most fearful tragedy of the kind that 
hhas ever been narrated. You will receive in the overland papers 
full details (already published here) of the attack on the Lubra, 
and the murder of the captain and others; but I may add a 
fact which is as yet kept concealed from publication, with a view 
to faciliting the offorts of the polico—viz., that a clue has been 
obtained to the perpetrators, who beyond a doubt sailed from 
Hong Kong waters with the design of overhauling this vessel, 
If anything could be wanted for the purpose of convincing the 
Colonial-office as to the necessity of speedily sanctioning Sir 
R.MacDonnell’s Harbour and Junk Ordinance, it would doubtless 
‘be supplied by the intelligence of this lamentable aftair. 

Many of your readers will doubtless be interested by the 
intelligeuce that a publication to be called “ Notes and Queries 
for China and Japan” is projected by Messrs. A. Shortrede and 
Co., the publishers of the China Mail and Evening Mail here, 
on the model of the original “ Notes and Queries” which is so 

‘populara serial at home. The first number is intended to 
appear about the beginning of 1867, and, if well conducted, 
the work will constitute a useful repository for much floating 
information. 

Another item of literary intelligence I should have men- 
tioned before, but will doubtless be new to nearly all your 
readers, is that a fortnightly journal in the German language, 
with the title of “Der Omnibus,” has been lately set on foot 
by a party of German gentlemen in Hong Kong, and is con- 
ducted with much ability. Attention has recently been 
drawn to some of its strictures on the coolie trade at 
Macao, elicited by the fact that some North German 
shipping is engaged in this infamous traffic. No less than 
thirty-nine barracoons are known to be in active operation at 
present, and it is reported that no less than 80,000 coolies are 
“ordered” by the Havana speculators, The Emigration Con- 
vention entered into at Peki»; last March has turned out, as 
prophesied at the time, a c-inplete failure. Whilst removing 
all the guarantees against kidnapping which were acknowledged 
to be necessary for the prevention of a revival of the slave 
trade under a garb of legality, the Convention has rendered 
legitimate emigration, as conducted for the British West Indian 
Colonies, impossible, by instituting the strange proviso that the 
coolies must be returned to China at the end of five years at 
the Government expense ; this clause is believed to have been 
introduced at the instance of Mr. Hart, with the view of ulti- 
mately inducing the Chineso Government to despatch Euro- 
pean subordivates of his own to Havana and Demerara, on 
the plea of supervising the due execution of contracts con- 
taining this agreement. The scheme would doubtless have ex- 
tended the influence of the Foreign Customs with the Chinese 
Government, but it has defeated itself by rendering emigration 
from China too expensive to be resorted to by the West Indian 
colonies of Great Britain. The French authorities, however: 
announce with confidence that their Government wlll refuse 
ratification to the Convention, as it equally attacks the profits 
of tho Havana speculators.

TRANSLATION, 

The bumble petition of the residents of the colony, the dealers of gold 
and silver, of rice, opium, piece goods, general merebandise, aud others, 
shewet! 

That in consequence of the injurious state of the recent ordinances, 
they pray that his Excellency woutd favourably permit the s.me to be 
abolished and other steps adopted for raising revenue, so that your peti- 
toners’ emotions may be pacified and the trade be facilitated. We are 
in receipt of ordinances for levying stamp-tax on dels, orders and 
receipts for payments, agreements for selling and buying, bills of 
exchange, promissory notes, &c., according to the amounts. We 
find that the trade of this colony is carried on by people 
from all quarters and of numerous’ classes, amongst them there 
are some thriving and some not. Of late the profits have been so 
small that many of them do not make even their expenses; it is because 
that they have been here for years that they cannot stop suddenly ; they 
therefore exerted themselves at oftentimes to uphold their business ; con- 
sequently, in drafts, bills of exchange, cash payments, &c., we have found 
it more difficult to meet with than former times, and if {the stamp-tax was 
added on us our strength would be more reduced. Moreover, the tax on 
the payments and receipts of money, &c., are what we have to make 
daily ; constant difficulties will be thrown in our way, and from these 
injuries will emerge, and the merchants will inevitably hesitate and retire 
from business, This would be disastrous to the trader. As regards the 
reporting of householders, the furnishing of particulars as names, stc., it 
is a mode of extirpating thieves and robbers, but the requiring of them 
(the householders) to give bonds and be fined in default would be a thing 
hard to do, forced on them, for all those in trade are honest men of lawful 
business, expecting to attend to their own callings and be unwilling to be 
sureties for others. The place can surely be quieted by strict watchful 
ness, We find also that in the new ordinances it is provided tlat scrvants 
in the employ of Englishmen (this word means any person other than 
@ Chinese) must procure a certificate, &c., and according to. dillerent sec- 
tions subjected to fines, &, Those employes have all masters, if there 
is anything wrong they can just as well be proceeded with case by case as 
required. 

if the said servants have to be thus fined, what earnings would there be 
left for them? They would bo unable to comply with the different re- 
quirements, and the consequence would only be that a great many will be 
imprisoned, What benefit would that be tothe revenue? Furthermore, 
the money changers have to obtain licences for their business. It ix known 
that the money changers have not more than one hundred taels tor their 
capital each, and what they make barely pays for their food, and therefore 
with such an insignificant income they cannot likely affori to contribute 
towards so great a purpose, With regard to the keeping of pigs and other 
animals, they are articles of food for both Chinese and foreign te. 
they are to be taxed’(this is a mistake in the Chinese version, it should be, 
if embarrassment were thrown in the way), the prices for such food would, 
be raised, and there would be some kind of inconveniences—the in- 
specting of houses by medical inspector, the summoning of the 
householders, and the fining and imprisonment of them for disub 2. 
The reporting of the cargoes, and passengers of vessels (junks) on arrival 
and departure—the former’ many are private residents of respectable 
traders, they will each attend, themselves, from time to time to the pro- 
tection of their own lives and property, and would be afraid to have their 
houses in a filthy and unwholesome state. The frequenting of the 
medical inspector would be received with awe by the residents and the 
female members would be frightened. ‘Touching the latter the frequenting 
of junks or Chinese boats are not rare both day and night, and if they 
have to be reported they require time to wait for a correct account. These 
junks have their fixed periods daily for leaving, and such resirsint would 
greatly injure their business. All these would cause trouble and no benefit 
to the revenue, We are aware that the principle of your Exceliency's 
rule over the people on behalf of yon Government, is to protect tne law- 
abiding subjects and extirpating the thieves. If the proposed taxes are 
all enforoed, difficulties will arise and the people being unable to forbear 
the same will refrain from resorting to the colony. This we suppose 
was not the intent of your Honourable Government in esiabiisiing 
colonies. 

If exigencies arise which require the raising of yearly revenue they should 
be contemplated and provided for, but we find that ground rent and as e3s- 
ment on rental of houses can be made use of. We beg therefore to crave 
your Excellency would kindly consider our difficulties and annul the 
Tecent ordinances which have been passed, for which we will be 
ingly grateful.and unitedly ever pray. As to whether or not the de 
the revenue should or not be fateed frou the ground and house rents, we 
leave it to your Excellency’s decision. — SicNED BY SEVEWAL LivNDRED

The following items are from the China Mail :— 

‘There were rumours at Macao of a demonstration on the part 
of the Chinese against a fort on the poiut opposite the city. 
The real particulars, so far as wo can learn, however, se:m to 
be ofa far more pacific nature, It is very likely that the 
Chinese are highly dissatisfied with “the bold stro} 
policy” tho Portuguese have been guilty of in erect 
at the entrance of the bay for the purpose of levying a tax 
upon evory Chinese junk that passes it, ‘Thus far, however, 
nn0 hostile or aggressive demonstration against this act bas 
been adopted. Tho dozen war junks aro merely rendezv-using 
in the Macao Roads, preparatory to a cruise against tle pirates 
on the western coast. Some time last week a number of tho 
crews of these junks had a run on shore, and in all likclibcod 
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fell iuto the hands of some of the crimps attached to a bara- 
coon ; they were induced to gamble, lost all they had, received 
hand-money from their cicerones, and were then marched off— 
in order to be sbipped off to Peru or Havana. The Chinese 
authorities applied to those of Macao for the restitutio n 
their kidnapped countrymen, seven of whom were returned, four 
of the men being still missing. This, we believe, is the true 
version of the affair, 

The reccnt typhoons did less damage here than was expected. 
It was here simply a gale, which blow more or less all day on 
the 12th Sept. until past midnight, commencing from the south- 
west, and veering round to the north-east, whence the heaviest 
gusts came. Itis supposed by seafaring men that this typhoon, 
ifone it was, originated in the south-western part of the China 
Sea and travelling to the north, probably expended itself 
between Swatow and Formosa. The Duwina, Russian three 
masted schooner, had to put into this port on account of the 
heavy weather experienced to the northward of this island, 
The mail steamer Behar must have been just on tho circum- 
ference of the cyclone. It is to be hoped she got off scathless. 

On the 14th the Dupleir Messageries Imperiales steamer 
encountered a terrific typhoon, on her passage from Japan to 
Shanghai. Every moveable article on deck was washed over- 
board ; life boats were blown away, &c. The passengers, amongst 
whom were the American Minister andthe Governor of Macao, 
presented a written testimonial to Captain Noel expressive of 
their admiration at the courage and skill desplayed by himself 
and his officers. The French crew, however, we hear, behaved 
very indifferently, while the firemen absolutely turned tail and 
were almost useless from fright. ‘The P. and O. ship Miphon 
also experienced the same typhoon, but proved herself a very 
superior sca boat. 

We learn upon good authority that the Hong Kong, Can-; 
ton, {aud Macao Steam Boat Company’s vessel Feiseen has 
been sold for $50,000 to the Netherlands Company. Her 
probable destiation is Japan. 

A collision took place September 11, at Woosung, between 
the Zelen Nicholson and the Ham. barque Savallie, the latter 
on her way to Shanghai, and before they could get free of each 
other an iron barque coming up got foul of them both. The 
Helen Nicholson had lost her jibboom, but we have not yet 
heard the whole extent of the damage. 

Tho Hamburg steamer Chinu on her way to Hong Kong 
came into violent collision with the French barque Admiral 
Charnes, bound to Shanghai, when outside of the lightship, 
both vessclsfsustaining serious damage. The former lost fore- 
yard, fore rigging and rails, while the barque had her bowsprit, 
Jibboom, &c., cnt away. The China returned to port, her 
captain having been seriously injured by a falling spar at the 
moment of collision, 

‘A free college has recently been instituted at Canton for the 
benefit of Tartar youths, at the expense of the Acting Viceroy, 
who is himself a Tartar. ‘Ihe poverty of the resident military 
population prevents, as a rule, young men from obtaining 
thorough classical instruction, and the institution now set on 
foot is established with the view of affording such an oppor- 
tunity gratis to some forty deserving youths,

Captain Pixley is a passenger for England by this mail. For 
some months past he has acted as superintendent of the Sailors’ 
Home, a position which he most effectually filled, and which he 
has resigned, much to the regret of the directors of the Home, 
in order to return to England. Captain Pixley will leave be- 
hind him many friends who will always be glad to hear of his 
health, happiness, and prosperity. 

SHOCKING CASE OF FIRACY AND MURDER, 

The subjoined statement, by the mate of the American 
schooner Lubra, relates one of the most dreadful cases of piracy 
and murder that ever occurred near Hong Kong :— 

Henry William Hall, chief officer of the American schooner 
Lubra, states :—“ The schooner left this harbour at 11 o'clock 
A.M, on Saturday, the 22nd September, bound to Japan ; there 
were on board the captain, his wife, two children, and a crew 
of myself, second officer, four Europeans, one Chinese steward, 
cook, and a Chinese female Abmab, being armed with seven 
muskets, and having on board a general cargo; that when 
about 75 miles outside the Ly-e-Moon, and about 30 miles off 
Pedro Branco, a large piratical boatisailed and pulled alongside ; 





; the pirates threw stink pots and fired a number of rifle and 


pistol shots at the crew; about 30, armed Chinese then 
boarded ; some of the crew of the vessel took to the 
rigging, four jumped overboard. The pirates then broke open 
the hatches, removing all valuable cargo, after which they went 
into the captain’s cabin and shot him while lying on a couch. 
They returned to the deck and ordered the remainder of the 
crew from aloft, they not complying with their request the 
pirates fired at them killing oneman and wounding three others, 
‘The pirates before leaving set fire to a train of powder on the 
between deck, and{having destroyed everything the pirates left 
warning the crew not to return to HongKong. We got under 
weigh and arrived at this place at 5 o'clock this evening ; one 
of the crew who jumped overboard has not been seen since. 
I cannot identify the boat nor any of the pirates, but some of 
the crew I believe cando so. It has since been ascertained 
that one of the schooner’s crew can identify the pirate’s boat, 
and is ready to accompany avy expedition that may be sent in 
quest of the pirates.” 

Soon after the arrival of the Zubra the bodies of the captain and 
the scaman were taken to the Civil Hospital; and the Osprey, 
with one of the Lubra’s crew on board was as quickly as possible 
despatched in search of the pirate. She returned unsuccessful. 
We have been made acquainted with some particulars which 
afford strong hope that the police have obtained a clue to the 
identity of some of the pirates by whom the schooner was 
boarded, and that ultimately it may lead to the discovery of the 
actual murderer of the captain. It is a somewhat suspicious fact 
that the brother of the pirate chief Chat Tai, the recently exe- 
cuted piratical chief, was the pilot employed to take the 
schooner through the Lye-e-moon passage, No inquest will 
be held upon the bodies of deceased as they were murdered 
outside the coroner's jurisdiction,

The Mint it is said “has got no work to do,” the silver sent 
in has all been used up, and the employes have since been 
pining for more. The Duily Press says : “Tho exertions called 
for in reference to the new dollar should be directed towards 
its more economical production. The two per cent. charge is 
preposterously heavy. ‘Ihe working expenses of the Mint if 
they require so heavy a charge must be cut down, The 
seignorage must be reduced to,one per cent. if the Mint is ever 
to succeed.” 





SIAM. 
It appears that the account given of the presentation of a 
sword to the King of Siam by M. Aubaret, ov behalf of the 
French Emperor, was incorrect. The Bankok Recorder of the 
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23rd August says :—We have not until this late day learned 
that we made a mistake in saying in our issue for July 12th, 
that Monsieur Aubaret, French Consul, had the honour of pre- 
seuting a sword to his Majesty the’ King asa present from the 
Emperor of the French, and that he probably at the same time 
presented Prince Somdetch Chowfa ‘Chulalongkorn a dagger, 
being a gift from the Prince Imperis It now appears that 
neither of these tokens of honour were sent by him. It seems 
that our mistake arose from its having been credibly reported 
that both the sword and dagger were mentioned in the Em- 
peror's autograph letter to his Majesty the King of Siam as 
having beca sent by the hand of M. Aubaret, and eye-witnesses 
of the public audience testified that they saw the sword pre- 
sented. This is an apt illustration of the difficulty we have 
of getting correct information on affairs that occur in the Royal 
palace. 








MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE, 

Dates are down to the 5th October. Thejfollowing summary 
is from the Straits Times :-— 

The P. and O. Company are astonishing the Eastern World 
by the rapidity of the late mail transits. The steamer Ottawa, 
with the London mail ofthe 27th August, arrived off this during 
the night of the 25th September, the letters being delivered the 
following morning, having occupied only twenty-nine days and 
some hours in the transit, 

The clause for the incorporation of Labuan ,with ‘the future 
colony of the Straits, which has been tacked on to the Transfer 
Bill in its passage through the House of *Lords, will merely 
accomplish a measure which has been perfectly anticipated from 
the first. As at present administered, the Government of 
Labuan leaves a very considerable annual deficit ; but it is not 
to be anticipated that, when incorporated as a province of this 
colony, the same expensive system will be maintained. The 
civil administration will be economically reduced to a point 
which can be covered by the revenue as it at present stands; 
and as for the military, now an item of some £3,000 to £4,000 
@ year, this can scarcely fall as a burden on the Straits, the 
gross military contribution of the entire colony having 
been definitely fixed at the yearly sum of £59,000. 
If the garrison of Labuan cannot be provided out of this amount, 
thea its cost will clearly fall upon Imperial resources. There is 
another light in which the incorporation of Labuan deserves to 
be looked on rather favourably than otherwise by those inte 
rested in the Straits ; and that is that, though hitherto it has 
continued to sink money, it may, under a more pushing and 
more narrowly-watched Government, be made to develop into a 
thriving port of Eastern trade. The island itself and the main- 
land contiguous are rich in almost every Eastern product, and 
if a proper stimulus be-applied there is no reason why these 
should not be largely exported. 

‘The improved nature of commercial advices from Furope bas 
scarcely yet had time to affect trade here, which continues 
unusually dull. A revival may soon be anticipated however, 
and that the anticipation is pretty firmly held, is agreeably 
evidenced by the establishment of a new banking agency, 
namely that of the Bank of Rotterdam. Before the stoppage 
of the Commercial, there were five banking companies regularly 
established here ; since that event the number has been con- 
fined to four, until now again it is increased to five—and there 
is little doubt that this number will be found ample for the 
requirements of the place for a long time to come. The new 
dank will absorb, it is expected, a large portion of business of 
the continental houses—by no means an insignificant slice of 
the commerce of tho place. 

The fortnight has been enlivened by a very superior amateur 
performance, which came off in the Theatre Royal on the 26th, 
Beyond a little agitation concerning the bad locality of the 
new cemetery, a total eclipse of the moon, beautifully visible 
on the evening of the 24th, aud the training for tho forth- 
coming races, there has been little else to occupy the minds 
of the people here since the departure of the last mail.

CHINA EXPORTS, 

‘Te.—Only at one port—Foochow—does there seem to have been any 
reflection on the tenor of advices from England of a nature to restrain 
speculative purchases, There the demand has slackened very considerably, 
and the teamen who before were holding out for extravagant rates, are 
now anxious to realise, but unable to do so, at one or two tacls below their 
previousdemands, At the northern ports business continues active, and 
rates have even been increased by the effect of large transactions and re- 
duced stocks. 

Casrox.—The market as regards country Congou for the fortnight has 
been extremely quiet, one chop of Oonfa has been settled at ftls, 354 and 
several offers are pending, but at time of writing there is no actual 
business to report, and the present stock is 29 chops or 18,694 packages, 
Canton-made Teas: Prices close for the mail for Scented kinds at fully 
two taels advance, consequent on purchases having been freely made 
throughout the fortnight, the rise being chieily on Scented Orange Pekoes. 
For Canton packed Congou there has been no inquiry whatever. More 
demand has existed for Gunpowders, and some 2,300 half-chests Pou- 
chong have found buyers for the American market. 

Axor. —C Settlements have been going on steadily and amount 
to about ages; in the fortnight prices have ranged from §:

DIFFICULTIES IN THE CHINA TRADE. 
(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 


81m,—The observations on this subject which appeared in the Lon- 
don and China Telegraph of the Sth instant will I am sure be re- 
ceived with general satisfaction, while your unsparing condemnation of the 
abuse of credit which has prevailed of late years will find an echo in the 
hearts of many who, like myself, have a bona fide capital embarked in the 
trade, and consequently wish to see it re-established on a firm and sub- 
stantial basis. This I fear can never be attained until it has been 
thoroughly weeded of those reckless speculators who, having a prospect of 
large gains, and nothing to lose, disregard alike the principles of sound 
trading and of commercial morality. The chief offenders are either 
young partners in old firms from which the original partners—and 
‘capitalists—have all retired, and who attempt to carry on a colossal busi- 
ness without capital on the waning prestige of the old houses ; or else they 
are young beginners, who, baving obtained credits to a small amount, re- 
gard them as inexhaustible mines of wealth, justifying enormous ship- 
ments of produce bought indiscriminately. The latter class usually select 
& newly-opened port for their debut, and by their insane competition 
speedily run prices up to a point at which remunerative operations become 
imposible either to themselves or others.

It appears to me that this— 
recklessness, I will call it, although another and a very ugly name sug- 
gests itself—is in most cases treated far too leniently by the press, and I 
am glad to see that you at all events do not fall into the prevailing error of 
making things pleasant” at the expense of truthfulness and consistency.

SurewReck NEAR THE Coast or Cutna.—Referring to the remarks in 
our last, Mr. J. Newberry, who was in Formosa at the time, has written to 
‘The Times confirming the details. He says :—** A number of coolies were 
sent to supply the steamer, which went tothe wreck, with water, and nine 
days’ provisions for each of the shipwrecked. Two live bullocks, pork, 
poultry, eggs, and all kinds of vegetables in profusion, came for the uso 
of the cabin, and finally about 160 or 170 packhorses arrived with fire- 
‘wood, the officials thinking she might run short of coal. I invited eight 
or ten of the officials to come on board, and, again thanking them for their 
kindness, requested to be allowed to pay for the provisions supplied to the 
steamer, but nothing could induce them to accept the smallest remunera- 
tion, and it was evident that all the coolies to whom I offered a trifling 
present had been instructed not to receive anything, and they refused to 
doso, They appeared not to require money, and, I presume, they get 
their supplies of clothing, &. ¢ ey were ail well-dressed in Japanese 
costume), by bartering with the Lin-chin islanders. I believe the Miaco- 
Sima Isiands are tributaries of the Lin-chin Islands, owned by Prince

Sir 
Charles's services extended over a period of fifty-two years, during the 
whole of which time he was actively employed. He served in China from 
1841 to 1844 (medal, brevet of Lieut.-Col., and C.B.); commanded the 
55th in the expedition up the Yang-tse-kiang, and was severely wounded 
at the storming and capture of Chinkiang-foo, where he was personall: 
engaged with three Tartars, whom he killed with his sword. He afernarde 
served throughout the Crimean campaign and the Indien mutiny, where 
he greatly distinguished himself. He was knighted by Her Majesty at 
Windsor on the 17th of May, 186], and at the same time was appointed 
to the colonelcy of the 96th Regiment. 

Not very long ago a flagship was required for Channel service, and the 
Minotaur, the representative of our largest and untried class of iron-clads, 
was named for the duty, it being naturally considered that in the trials thea 
contemplated, and which have since been made of our iron-clads, under 
steam and canvas, it was essential to a full knowledge of their capabilities 
that all classes should be represented.

The present situation may be 
best understood by a brief resume ‘of facts bearing upon the preparation 
and selection of a ship to carry the flag of the successor to Vice- Admiral 
Sir James Hope in North American and West Indian waters. The 
armour-plated wood-built steam-frigate Roval Alfred, 4.068 tor 
horse power, has been specially fitted for a fagship’s duties, and it is no 
‘secret that the Controller of the Navy is most anxious that she should be 
placed in commission on the first opportunity, and that such opportuni 
was expected to offer itsclf on the relief of Sir James Hope. The Royal 
Alfred carries tho thickest armour plating (6in.) of all the wood-built 
armoured vessels in Her Majesty's Navy, and will carry a heavier arma- 
ment (12 ton Qio. rifled guns) than any other vessel of her class afloat. 
Her accommodations for an Admiral and his suite, as also for her officers 
and crew. are all that can be desired. The ventilation of the ship is perfect ; 
her speed will be a good 12 knots under full steam, she will possess good 
average sailing qualities, and her metal-coated bottom renders her 
peculiarly suited as an ironclad for cruising in tropical waters. On the Ist 
of the present month the Royal Alfred was so far advanced in her outfit 
that she was then ready for commission, and would be ready for sea with 
her new and formidable armament complete by the time Sir James Hope’s 
successor was ready to proceed to his command. But now comes the change, 
and the following of the precedeut established with the Minotaur. Captain 
Turnour and Commander Twiss return to the half-pay list from the Royal 
Alired on the 15th inst., the frigate will be placed on the inactive list of 
the “ reserves" at Portsmouth, and the wooded un-armoured two-decker

mons may be conducive to Admiralty economy and wisdom in the future.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerpaM, Nov. 7. 

‘The important election day, for constituting a new Parlisment in the 
place of that which was dissolved, has passed without any disturbance taking 
place. The Royal proclamation, printed in red, white, and blue (the 
national) colours, was addressed to every elector, and the papers in general 
did all they could to persuade them to do their duty by voting. Of 
98,270 electors, 71,760 voted in favour ofthe Liberals. Against 18 Con- 
servatives and 6 Independents 80 Liberals were duly elected. But still, 
the vote is not decisive, for in fourteen districts re-elections must take place, 
because the twenty-one candidates did not obtain the absolute majority. 
On both sides the losses are very important, because some of the leaders 
are rejected by the electors, while others must submit themselves to a re= 
election. Of course nothing can be said with any certainty as to the resalt, 
but I think it very improbable that the Ministerialists will have the mafority 
in the new Parliament that will meet on the 19th, on the same day that Mr. 
Myer, the newly appoiated Governor-Gereral, will start for Batavia by the 
mail route. His task will be very difficult, for that he is cordially hated 
by the Europeans in Java is shown by the disparaging notices already pub- 
lished in the Java papers, notwithstanding that the fact of bis appointment 
was not yet known in the Far East when the papers which we received by 
yesterday's mail were published. 

Of course there isa standstill in polities, now that Parliament is dis 
solved, and nothing is spoken of but the elections which have taken 
Place and those which will take place, and the briberies and tricks that 
were applied to gain the majority. Indeed, the very inferiority of the 
election system now in force has been elucidated clearly on this occasion, 
and I should not wonder at a reform agitation originating from it. In 
not say that if the Liberals have the majority in the new Parliament, and 
the ministers decide not to resign, but to dissolve again, a new el 
law must be created.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &e, 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamebura, Nov. 7. 

The Federal Council of the Swiss Republic has authorised the Swiss 
Consul-General in Japan to signify the accession of Switzerland to the 
new Customs’ Treaty, based on an ad valorem duty of 5 per cent. con 
cluded on the 25th of July this year between Japan and Great Britain, 
France, the Netherlands, and the United States of America. 

‘The Senate of Bremen, in conjunction with the Senates of Hamburg 
and Lubeck, has established a Hanseatic Consulate at Takao, on the 
Island of Formosa, and given the appointment to Herr Carl Christian 
Hagen. 

Acommunication has been received by the Imperial Geographical 
Society at St. Petersburg from Mr. N. P. Anossaw, one of its members, 
dated from the Stanitza of Albasin, giving an account of the discovery of 
an extensive bed of auriferous sand in the Amoor district. The credit of 
the discovery as well as the profit are due to Mr. Benardaki, who for the 
last five years has been sending out gold-seeking expeditions, which have 
cost him on the aggregate a sum of 7U,QUU roubles. 

In your last number your correspondent at Rotterdam announces the 
death of Colonei von Siebold. It is unfortunately but too true, and an 
irreparable loss to the scientific world, in which he held so high and dis- 
tinguished a position, He wasa Bavarian by birth, having bren born on 
rtzburg on the Maine, and he died at 
Munich on the 18th of October last, of typhus fever, having therefore 
completed his seventieth year. When attacked by the disease he was engaged 
in arranging his Japanese ethnographical collections. lis fortunes during 
his first residence in Japan, from 1822 to 1830, are well known. In 1854, 
on his last return from that country, and after retiring trom the Dutch ser- 
vice, he took up his abode at the university town of Bunn, on the Rhine, 
but his principal collections are in the museum at Leyden, Iis chief 
works are, “ Epitome Lingus Japanice,” published at via ia 18265 
his Atlas of Sea Charts and Land Maps of the Empire of Japan; “ Ni- 
ppon,” a description of Japan; and last, thouzh not least, his celebrated 
“Fauna et Flora Japanica.””

KOREA. 

In writing of this country, which appears likely henceforth 
to assume a prominent position in our record of progress in 
the Far East, we shall take leave once for all to dispense with that 
intrusive particle with which most writers have hitherto thought 
proper to define it. The origin of the phrase “ The Korea” 
was probably geographical, and was intended to express “ The 
Korean Peninsula ;” but in treating of it as a kingdom we have 
nothing to do with geographical definitions, and should there- 
fore say simply “ Korea” as we would say “ China” or “ Japan.” 
And having detnonstrated this, at all events to our own eatis- 
faction, we will proceed to consider the probable and possible 
results of those impending operations by his Imperial Majesty's 
forces of which this jealously guarded land is to be the scene. 
Korea is to be “opened up.” Early in last year* we 
pointed out that events were tending slowly but surely to this 
end. ‘he necessity of finding new channels for our increasing H 
trade, the knowledge that in Korea would be found extensive 
markets for our cotton and woollen manufactures, and its 
known mineral wealth, to say nothing of the expediency of 
gaining a footing there as a counterpoise to Russian encroach- 
ments, all served to indicate that an attempt to establish 
intercourse with the Korcaus could not long be postponed. Ten 
years ago Sir Jonny Bowntxa, when Plenipoteutiary in China, 
was empowered to visit Korea, but did not find a suitable 
oceasion ; Intely, Mr. Mornisoy, H.M.’s Consul at Tang.chow, 
paid an unofficial visit to its shores; aud Sir RuTHERFORD 
Axcock has for some time hid full authority to open negotia- 
tions should a favourable opportunity offer; but nothing has 
yet been done. In the meanwhile events have been precipi- 
tated in a way not altogether new in the history of the East, 
When a small band of devoted missionaries or of bold traders 
find their way into on unknown land, their temerity is 
sooner or later sure to meet its punishment in the shape 
of persecution, ending too often in torture and assassina- 
tion. Then follows a demand for redress on the part 
of the nation thus outraged ; this being backed by an armed 
force cannot long be resisted, and the affair terminates with the 
signing of a ‘Treaty of Peaco—and Commerce. In the present 
instance the grievance is a very serious one ; no less than the 
brutal murder of a large number of Freuch missionaries and a 
wholesale massacre of their converts, A telegram via Kiachta 
informs us that the French Admiral has declared war, and has 
no doubt by this time commenced active operations, So far, 
the cause of quarrel was of a purely sectarian nature, and did 
not directly implicate any other nationality ; but the telegram 
above mentioned also tells us that the American vessel General 
Sherman haviug been unbappily driven ashore on the coast, 
forty of her crew and passcugers were murdered by the Koreans, 
This is an outrage which calls for interference on tho part of 
every European Power having any interests to protect in China 
waters, aud we should imagine that neither the English nor 
American Government will hesitate to join in inflicting the 
punishment it so richly merits. 

In truth, it will not do to be over-scrupulous in this matter.

It must not be forgotten that the more quiescent the attitude 
of Russia may be in Europe, the more reason we have to appre- 
hend further territorial encroachments in Wastern Asia. A few 
years ago the beautiful island group of Tsu-sima was barely 
saved from the Russian grasp ; and even should France be dis- 
inclined to pursue a policy of aunexation, so glorious a prize as 
this group might well tempt her to continue it. For Tsu-sima 
lies midway between Kiu-aiu and the southern coast of Korea ; 
commands the highway between the China sea and the Gulf of 
Tartary ; is rich, fertile, and has a magnificent climate ; and, 
finally, possesses a splendid harbour. Even with o view only 
to the ultimate fate of Tsu-sima, it clearly will not do to allow 
France to stand alone in her operations in Korea. With 
regard to the benefits to be derived from commercial inter- 
course with the Koreans, they are obvious, The population is. 
94 millions, aud the natives are, generally speaking, fully 
alive to the advantages of trade, and would readily avail 
themselves of it if allowed by their Government. King-kia-tao, 
the capital, is situated in the centre of the peninsula, on a 
navigable river whose mouth is on the west const, opposite the: 
Shantung promontory. Here one suitable position might be 
found for a foreign settlement, while Deer Island, situated at 
the entrance of a fine harbour in a thickly populated district. 
on the south coast, offers an excellent site for another. At these. 
ports a ready sale would be found for cotton aud woollen manu- 
factures and other articles of European production ; while in 

exchange, copper, lead, iron, coal, silk, tobacco, hemp, and 

cotton, as well as timber and furs, would be obtainable. In 
addition to this there is already a lucrative trade between 

Korea and Japan, in rice, ginseng, seaweed, &c., which might. 
be largely increased and extended to the various China ports, 
Let Government procure access for us, and we will answer for 
it that out of these materials British enterprise will soon build. 
up an important trade, 


FRANCE AND KOREA. 

The Moniteur, in commenting upon the report that Franos 
has declared war in Korea, says :— 

“Tn consequence of a Palace reactionary intrigue, seve- 
ral missionaries in Korea have been put to death. The. 
French Government is but imperfectly acquainted with the 
facts, and has therefore been unable as yet to take any decision 
on the subject. Admiral Roze has been (sent to cruise off the. 
coasts of Korea, and will doubtiess be able to ascertain the 
real state of things,” 

The above cautiousand rather ambiguous announcement in the- 
official organ the Afvaiteuris in allusion to the telegram published. 
by us and noticed in another column, There has been an impres= 
sion that the opportunity would be availed of to enforce a 
treaty of commerce on the Koreans, and that Her Majesty’s 
Government would be asked to join in the same, but we are 
able to state that no such representation has yet{bcon mado 
by the French Government. 














THE STRAITS UNDER THE COLONIAL-OFFICE. 

THE Order in Council for the Government of the Straits. 
Settlements by the Colonial-office has not yet been drawn up, 
but arrangements are we believo in progress for assuming the 
Government in next March. Several changes are in progress,. 
in order to establish the future Government more in accordance 
with colonial regulations. In the first place, the Governorship 
has been offered to and accepted by one of the Governors of" 
another colony nearer home. There will be no Lientenant- 
Governors for Penang and Malacca, but simply agents. The ap-- 
pointment of Attorney-General has been conferred on Mr. BRAD- 
DELL, au Irish barrister, who has held office as Government prose- 
cutor in Singapore and went out by last mail, ‘he officers 
who have served under the Indian Government will have the: 
option, we presume, of retiring on what pensions they may be 
entitled to. It is of great importance that the new Government. 
should be possessed of vigour. For the past year all measures. 
that could possibly stand over have been left, and there is now 
an accumulation to be energetically and wisely carried 
out. It is to be hoped that, in the first place, the pre~ 
sent system of keeping accounts will be altered, and that 
dollars and cents will be adopted, this being the actual currency. 
A currency of small silver and copper coins is also much wanted, 
and can easily be produced by the Mint at Hong Kong. 

Iu the formation of the Government we understand that eco- 





nomical views will prevail. The question of the greatest impor- 
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tance in the expenditure, is that of the military and the convict 
establishments. Many persons are in favour of the abandonment 
of the convict system, but we are of opinion that it would be a 
mistake to abandon it. Properly regulated, the convicts are ex- 
tremely useful in the repairs of roads, &c. aud a source of 
saving instead of a loss. The garrison is, we believe, to consist 
of three batteries of Royal Artillery and a wing of the Ceylon 
Rifles, and the total cost to the Straits Government is not to 
- exceed £59,300, This isa very heavy item, and we should 
think capable of being reduced. In the civil establishments of 
the respective settlements there is room for economy in more 
than one of the departments. 





THE P. AND 0. COMPANY’S SERVICE, 

We understand that it is the intention of the directors of 
the P. and O. Company to commence an extra fortnightly ser- 
vice between Suez and Bombay carly in January next. This, 
with the present contract, will give communication four times 
amonth. It is intended as a trial service in order to de- 
termine what increase of traffic can be secured, and with a view 
to enable the directors to form an opinion as to its cost, and 
what amount of subsidy it will be necessary to ask should the 
Post-office decide on inviting tenders in accordance with the 
recommendation of the Parliamentary Commission. The Com- 
pany have contracted for another large steamer with Messrs. 
Denny and Co., of Dumbarton. 





THE GREAT REQUIREMENT OF CEYLON. 

Cexton might be considered fortunate in the possession of 

a surplus revenue, but for the little account to which it is put. 
With this colony as with others, it is only by the administration. 
taking time by the forelock, and anticipating in a manner the 
requirements of the future, that the cvils attendant on wide- 
spread pauperism, and a taxation too heavy to be sustained 
with anything like equanimity can be avoided. The Govern- 
ment should set itself about the work of productive expenditure, 
instead of satisfying itself with a mere financial investment, 
and the attendant percentage. The thousands of Indians 
pouring into the colony and unable to find work constitute a 
monition to be heeded. Cannot the Government turn this 
surplus labour together with surplus revenue to profitable ac- 
count? Agriculture must constitute for a century to come 
the true wealth of Ceylon; but so far her productive powers 
are singularly backward in all articles but coffee. Her old 
character for specialities clings to her; and if the saying of 
a British Admiral, that she “could not provision a cockle- 
boat in distress” is no longer true, it is unfortunately the case 
that she is a large receiver of produce which she should herself 
raise. The Crown lands now covered with jungle might be 
© made to yield vast supplies of rice und maize, if only pro- 
perly irrigated, a work which the Government might well 
undertake. There are the evidences, in gigantic tanks now in 
ruins, that the irrigation of those lands was the leading idea 
of Ceylon’s former masters. The production of rice on a 
scale sufficient for the requirements of the colony would give 
avast stimulus to the production of coffee, and solve the 
problem which now engages the attention of planters—that 
of reducing the prime cost of the berry. It is not improbable 
that at no distant date Ceylon may mect with very serious 
competition notwithstanding present superiority ; at all events, 
supplies will be on a scale necessitating closer attention to 
charges. Let the food of the coolie be cheapened, and more 
labour can be absorbed on the estates and these proportion- 
ately extended. Larger incomes will be realised and fewer 
bankruptcies recorded. It is, we conceive, for the Ceylon 
Goverument to take the initiative in the matter. The step is 
bold, but the issue is certain, A larger revenue may thus be 
derived from a given sum than in any other mode ; and, 
what is more, there will be no difficulty in realising any de- 
sired portion of the principal. Agriculturists in this country 
and in India are casting about for more desirable locations, 
and a host of buyers would present themselves for these now 
profitiess jungle lauds when the occasion offered. There 
exist in districts of the colony the best facilities for irrigation 
and estimates made by skilled hydrographcers would come 
near the mark. Thus [thero would be nothing problematical 
in the undertaking ; the thousands upon thousands of pounds 
now lost annually to Ceylon, would vivify new branches of home 
and foreign trade, increase] the circulating medium, and place 
her future prosperity on a yet more stable basis, Sir HERCULES

Rosrnsoy is far too clear-headed a man not to see the force of 
our representations. Objections may be no doubt started as 
to the propriety of thus applying revenue waiting to be dis- 
posed of, but true statesmanship will not fail to overrule them 
in the interests of the colony. 


COMMERCIAL BANK CORPORATION OF INDIA AND 
THE EAST. 

‘The following letter has been published in The Times :— 

“THE COMMERCIAL BANK CORPORATION OF INDIA AND THE EAST. 

“ Sir,—I do not observe that you have noticed the report of the officia } 
liquidator on this bank, which suspended payments on the 15th May last, 
and whose report was ‘d on the 25th of October. Nevertheless, ther® 
are matters connected with it well worth public notice, and a question 
arises concerning creditors, which it behoves men of business to attend to. 

“The bank, which was founded on a successful establishment of some- 
what similar name at Bombay, was established in 1863 by Royal charter, 
with a London direction, a paid-up capital of one million sterling, and @ 
reserve fund of £238,802. In little more than seventeen months after 
its commencement it suspended payments with liabilities of £3,150,839, 
But the official liquidator gives an estimate of assets amounting to 
£3,882,447, which would leave a reasonable prospect of a surplus to share- 
holders of £181,608 ; and he announces that there is every probability of 
a considerable dividend being declared early in next year. So far so 
good; creditors are to be paid in full, and sharebolders are to have a small 
surplus. Even Shylock would have been satisfied with the arrangement. 
But, on looking more closely into the accounts from a creditor point of 
view, these flattering prospects vanish. For the official liquidator states 
that his estimate of assets is founded on the assumption that ample time 
will be allowed for realising the doubtful securities, consisting of shares in 
land and reclamation companies in Bombay and of land and house pro- 
perty in China, It may be wise not to force sales of Bombay Land Com- 
pany shares and such like at the present moment, but this is a question 
for the shareholders which they alone should settle, and with which the 
creditors have nothing to do. If, after ‘ample time’ has been given, these 
securities find no better market t! Present, then the deficiency will 
have to be made up by a call on the shareholders, who are liable to the 
extent of another million; and I submit that, as a sound principle of off- 
cial liquidation, this call should be made at once, and the creditors be paid 
off. The creaitors have had nothing to do with the imprudent advances, 
the establishment of branches in so many different parts of the world, the 
official mismanagement, all of which are brought to light in the official 
liquidator’s report, and therefore they ought not to be made to wait for the 
collection of contingent assets solely for the benefit of the shareholders 
who have had the management of these things. Moreover, when the 
‘ample time,’ which may mean many years, has expired, and a call has to 
be made, how many of the shareholders will have followed the walk of 
Premchund Boychund into the Insolvent Court, or have made safe their 
property ia the manner so often practised successfully in the East.

spinners’ Association at Manchester, and of this Chamber. in reference to 
an alteration of the terms of payment for cotton. The usual course in 
buying cotton at Liverpool was for cash in ten days, or a banker's bill at 
three months. These bankers’ bills had been sent to Liverpool when the 
rates of interest had advanced ubove 5 per cent, though they were 
only chargeable by the practice of trade at 5 per cent. During 
the recent panic parties selling cotton refused to receive these bills 
except at the current price, and thus ia the same market on the same 
day prices varied as much as 4d. to 4d. per Ib., those having cash bein, 
able to buy so much eheaper, It was felt that some arrangement shoul 
be made by which prices would not fluctuate with the rate of discount. 
A meeting of the representatives of the different bodies he had named ac— 
cordingly took place on the 18th inst., when the matter was discussed in all 
its bearings. The Liverpool people wished to convert all payments into 
cash payments. They said cotton was the only colonial produce imported 
that was not paid for in cash, and they wished to place cotton on the same 
footing as colfee, tea, sugar, and other things. It was, however, repre- 
sented, that that would be a direct interference with the custo- 
mary mode of dealing in the cotton trade, and, after a long conversation, 
the following terms were agreed to :—* That a discount of 1} per cent. be 
deducted for cash, in ten days, buyers having the option of paying in ap- 
proved bankers’ bills not exceeding three months, such bills to be received 
at the Bank of England rate of the date of teader.” He had since re- 
ceived communications from the American Chamber of Commerce and 
the East India and China Association at Liverpool ratifying un their part 
the agreement which their representatives had made. (Hear, hear. ) 

Mr. FERGUSSON suggested that the terms of payment for yarn in the 
Manchester market should also be considered. The practice in Manchester 
had been consequent upon the practice which had obtained in Liverpool, 
to accept these bankers’ bills taking the rate of interest at 5 per cent, 
although it might have been absolutely as high 10 per cent. If the ar- 
rangement described by the president was to be carried out, it was only 
fair the spinner should receive payment on similar terms. (Hear. ) 

Mr. Wricat Turner, Mayor ot Salford, endorsed the sentiments of 
Mr. Fergusson. Under the new arrangement the cotton broker and the 





j manulacturer would be safe, and nearly all the risk would fall upon the 
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spinner. If they could shorten the present terms of payment, which was 
cash month, to cash in fifteen days, it would be some advantage. 

‘The Parsrvenr observed that in the home trade these bills were not 
recognised at all. They were only used in the foreign trade. He thought 
the moment was not opportune to reduce the nt term until it could 
tbe ascertained whether the whole trade, including buyers and sellers, 
would be unanimous in agreeing to the change. 

Mr. Donaixcrow (of Fraser and Co., merchants) agreed with Mr. 
Fergusson that a similar alteration should take place in the yarn trade. 
He thoogit they had come to a valuable conclusion between spinners and 
sellers of cotton in placing cash and bills on a fair relative footing, because 
Gt would tend to destroy that spirit of speculation which had been so very 
injurious to the interests of Manchester. He thought, however, it would 
‘Be premature to discuss the question of an alteration until the matter had 
been discussed at a special meeting of the Chamber. uggested that 
a special meeting should be called for that purpose, 

. HuGH Mason, cotton spinner, thought the first step kad now been 
taken fo remedy a grievance which rested upon the cotton-spinners and 
sellers of twist and cloths. spinner and manufacturer had been com: 

tively indifferent about receiving payment in cash for bills, because 
Pad bose the rule to receive bavkers bills in payment for cotton at Liver- 
pool, and therefore the spinner had been enabled to take a bill be bad 
‘received at Manchester to Liverpool next day, and pay for his cotton 
with it, so that he had not suffered, whatever might be the rate of 
discount. But under the new arrangement, if he took a bill to Liver- 

ol, which he had received in Manchester at 5 per cent. when the 
Bank rate was at 10 per cent, he would suffer a loss of 5 per cent. 
No spinner henceforward, however, would be so foolish as to do anything 
of the kind. Many people—himself among the rest—were regularly in 
the habit of buying bills in Liverpool at the best terms they could get, 
and handing these bills to the sellers of cotton at 5 per cent., 80 that if he 
paid 84 per cent. for them, he pocketed the 34 per cent. difference. That 
‘was a grievance the Liverpool merchant had a very good right to com- 
plain of. He had been told, on Liverpool authority, that during the ex- 
ceptional time of the 10 per cent, rate for money, spinners had taken 
their cash down to Liverpool to pay for their cotton, and that certain 
Jproker: bad been in the habit of receiving that cash and going into the 
open market and buying bills at 8 or 9 per cent. and then pocketing the 
difference. (‘‘ Shame.”) That was deserving of reprobation. Certainly, 
if'a spinner took bis cash to Liverpool he had a right to that, and no 
broker had a right to take his cash and go into the market to buy bills and 

jocket the difference. This new arrangement would stop all that, 
bodaraed bills would not be a tender for cotton except at the Bank rate of 

e day. 

‘The discussion then dropped, the PrestpEnt observing that he would 
adopt the suggestion of Mr. Dorrington to call a special meeting on an 
early day. 




















THE CONDITION OF LYONS. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

Recent accounts have in no way reduced the anxiety respecting the 
‘condition of the silk trade of Lyons; on the conrary, they have 
strengthened former accounts, and prove that the great silk centre is in a 
most deplorable condition, and the working classes in a position from 
which nothing bat aid from without can release them. The abandonment 
by fashion of tigured for plain silks is cited as the cause of the terrible 
falling off in the Lyons trade; but changes of this kind are of constant 
occurrence, as the ribbon weavers of St. Etienne and other places know to 
their cost. We fear there are other causes which operate, or, in three 
words, we do think the Lyonese manufacturers have exhibited sufficient 
courage and breadth of view in grappling with the difficulties which have 
for a long time surrounded them. ‘Ihe dearness of silk aud the revolution 
in the market demanded @ complete change in the system, and the trade 
‘bas not shown itself possessed of the means or the boldness necessary under 
the circumstances, and have waited for better times while the poor weavers 
of Lyons have sunk into despondency, and rivals abroad have taken ad- 
‘vantage of the fact. 

‘The Emperor has come forward handsomely in aid of the workmen of 
Lyons; he has placed £12,000 from his private purse at their disposal, and 
the Society of the Prince Imperial, of which the Empress is Lady President, 
offers them a loan of equal amount. The Minister of the Interior favours 
the idea of the workmen that the best means to be taken to meet the 
change of fashion which at present prefers plain to figured silks is to form 
co-operative societies; but as the law of 1856 confines societies cn 
-€ommandite with shares of four pounstsfeach to a maximum capital of £3,000 
the Minister recommends the other form of association, that of the Societe 
Anonyme, which requires a semi-official controlling council, and ministerial 
examination and recognition, and promises them all possible assistance. 
‘There is little doubt that the position of the manufacturing population of 
Lyons will cause the law of commercial associations, which bas been so 
long under consideration, to be revised during the coming session, and it is 
to be hoped that a cbange in the law may stimulate the excrtions of the 
capitalists and manufacturers. ‘The whole commercial world, and Eng- 
Jand especially, is interested both in the Lyons manufacture and in the 
Jaw of association in France, and we trust that out of the serious afllic« 
tion which now weighs upon Lyons some good may come by way of com- 
pensation. 


























EMIGRATION FROM THE MgrseY.—The emigration officials at Liver- 
pool have completed their usual returns of the exodus from Liverpool, 
and, although the fact is not stated in the statistics, a large number of the 
‘emigrants have gone to Texas direct. During the month of October there 
sailed (o the United States 24 ships under the act, with 7,091 pasengers, 
of whom G0G were cabin and 6,485 steerage ; of this number 2.612 were 
English, 208 Scotch, 2454 Irish, and 1.211 foreigners. To Canada 
there were four ships with 1,061 passengers, of which 163 were cabin and 
89H steerage: of this number 380 were Enclish, 52 Seatch, 188 Irish, and 
278 foreigners. To Victoria there were two ships, with 701 passengers, 
of which 94 were cabin and 607 stecrage ; of this number 232 were 
English, 2:3 ch, 304 Irish, and In “ short ships ” there 
sailed to the United States 1,024 passengers: to South America 73, to

Exroat or Coat From THz Unitsp Kincpox.—The exports of 
coal, writes the Daily News, ftom the northern ports of Great Britain 
during September last amounted to 440,086 tons, an increase over same 
month of 1865 of 30,096 tons; from the Yorkshire ports, 34,383 tons ; 
from London, 2,497 tons ; from Liverpool, 48,652 tons; and from the 
Severn ports, 236,845 tons. The total exports of coal during September 
were 821,585 tons, showing an increase as compared with September, 
1865, of 18,900 tons. ‘The exports from January to September, inclu- 
sive, were 7,159,481 tons, an increase over same period of 1865 of 
647,171 tons. Messrs. Higginson and Co., of Liverpool, in a report just 
issued, state that exports of coal coastwise from the port of Liverpool 
during September, 1866, were 13,297 tons, an increase over September, 
1865, of 657 tons. The total imports of South Wales and other coals 
into the port of Liverpool from Ist January to 30th September, 1866, 
amounted to 53,730 tons, a decrease as compared with same period of 
1865 of 12,916 tons; for the same period the imports of coal into 
London were 2,176,292 tons, a decreare of 168,603 tons. The imports 
of sea-borne coal in London during September amounted to 243,887 
tons. 

Tue Loxpon Suipsuipinc Trapg.—The late commercial panies has 
had a seriously depressing effect on this branch of industry, and the aspect 
of our usually busy waterside in the neighbourhoods of Greenwich and 
Blackwall is, and has been for the past three or four months, of a particu- 
larly depressing character even to the uncommercial observer. The 
London iron shipbuilding trade is now at a dead lock. and the large yards 
that skirt the banks of the Thames from Millwall to Bar Creek, show now 
vast desolate spaces, occupied only by poles and scaffolding. _In this long 
teach, from whence formerly the dic ofirenworken proceeded night en 
day, six or eight iron vessels only are slowly rising into existence. These 
outward and visible signs indicate also a great amount of distress amon; 
the inhabitants of the adjacent parishes. In Greenwich and Debtfo 
alone about 10,000 men are out of employment, and this large body by no 
‘means represents the total number of those whose wages entirely depend 
upon the activity of the shipbuilding trade. Extensive strikes among these 
men, the dull state of the money-market, and the important fact that 
London has, in shipbuilding, a very formiduble rival in Glasgow, are all 
causes tending to this very unsatisfactory state of things, which, if it lasts 
Tong, will bring a vast amount of misery upon the working classes living 
in the neighbourhoods above mentioned. 

Tue East Ixpra Assoctation.—It has frequently been remarked 
that whenever any important question concerning India is brought for 
ward in the House of Commons, it is regarded with so much inditference 
that there is rarely a quorum of members present, and the reason of this 
is that, with a few exceptions, they are personally ignorant of all that con- 
cerns India. At present there are many members of both Houses who are 
eager to obtain sufficient knowledge to enable them to understand the 
various Indian questions that are from time to time brought before the 
House ; they complain, however, that they cannot obtain that knowledge 
without laborious reading up of dry records, blue books, or parlia- 
mentary returns; that they do not know where, or how, to get it readily, 
and that, therefore, they take no interest or part in debates on Indian 

uestions which are only comprehended by those few members of the 
House who have been ia India or #ho make them their special or official 
duty. To remedy this, several members of Parliament, members of the 
civil and military services, European and native merchants, and other 
gentlemen more or less connected with or interested in Indian affairs, 
have formed an Association in London, called the East India Association, 
Its chief objects are to collect accurate information on all the subjects 
connected with India and Indian questions that may be before Parliament 5 
to arrange, classify, condense, and hold that information readily available 
to those who may require it, to strive to form public opinion ; and to 
advocate by every legitimate agency the interest and welfare of all classes. 
of British subjects in India. In order to carry out these objects, it is pro- 
posed to hire rooms as near as possible to the Houses of Parliament, where 
a permanent committee will conduct the business of the association, and 
where members of Parliament can meet natives of India, or members of 
the association who have been in that country, and thus obtain an amount 
of special knowledge which can beso much more readily and easily ac- 
quired in conversation or discussion than by laborious research. ‘To the 
natives of India this association will offer that channel of communication 
with the Government and people of England which they have so long 
been in need of, and of which they will doubtless readily avail themselves, 
sceing that the association is principally compo-ed of those who profess, 
or have already proved themsclves, to be their friends. It is proposed 
that every member of the Association shall pay anaunual subscription of 
not less than £:

Monetary and Couunercial, 


It is with great regret that we have to announce that tho 
bills of Messrs. Dent and Co., China, to the extent of about 
£30,000, have been refused by Messrs, Dent, Palmer, and 
Co, London, Of course it is impossible to say what course 
the firm will pursue on receipt of this intelligence, but it is 
assutned that it will suspend and liquidate its ‘The pre- 
sent partners are John Deut, Francis Chomley, Henry Dent, 
Alexander ‘Turing, and H. P. Hanssen, The firma has been 
establ over thirty years; in the first instance by Mr. 
Thomas Dent, succeeded by Mr. Lancelot Dent and Mr. 
Wilkinson Dent, aud subsequently by Mr. Jolin Dent; 
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numbers of partners have retired from the firm in turn 
with fortunes, aud it enjoyed a prestige until lately of the 
very highest order. The Chinese trusted it to any extent 
long before a bank was ever established in China, and to 
hear of such a disaster will we fear have a most impor- 
tant effect on transactions with other firms, Not only was 
the credit of the house nearly immeasurable, but its 
known liberality was a household word. Every visitor to 
China left it with high enconiums on the hospitality of 
Dent and Co. The fall of this house, if it should be so, will 
be a blow to the trade which can hardly be estimated. We 
cannot of course know their precise position, but the liabilities 
are roughly believed to be over £2,000,000; neither do we 
lnow their resources or capabilities for mecting so great a mis- 
fortune as the dishonour of their bills by their London agents. 
Messrs. Dent, Palmer and Co. were simply their financial agents, 
and were not connected with the firm in partnership. During 
the week ending ou the 3rd rumours were current that the firm 
had stopped, but on inquiry at Messra, Dent, Palmer and Co.’s 
we were assured that this was not the case, and that all their 
bills had been duly honoured, and on this assurance we peuned 
the comments which appeared in our issue of the 5th, The 
bills were refused on the 6th, hut it was not made public until 
the 8th. 

The Daily News had the following on tho subject. 
Times simply announced their drafts had been refused -— 

“ The drafts of Messrs. Dent and Co., the influential and well-known 
merchants of China, have been refused acceptance by their London 
agents, Messrs. Dent, Palmer, and Co. The house, which has been es- 
tablished many years, and chas always occupied a position of the 
first rank, has agencies at Hong Kong, Shaughai, and Foo-chow- Foo. 
Its partners are Mr. John Dent, Francis Chomley, Henry W. 
Dent, Alexander Turing, and H. P. Hanssen. The business of 
the firm was of great magnitude up to about twelve months ago, 
and, though it has since been considerably curtailed, the engagements are 
roughly estimated at from two to three millions sterling. Mr. John Dent, 
the head partner, returned to London three years ago with a fortune of 
about £800,000, which he had amassed in China. Upon the formation 
last is of the Blakely Ordnance Company (which is now being wound 
up) he joined that concern as chairman, and his engagements in connection 
therewith are said to reach £120,00. The partners have a!ways been 
considered very wealthy, but about a year ago they suffered a loss of no 
Jess than £200,000 by the malversations of a Portuguese clerk in their 
‘employment at Shanghai, who was sentenced to seven years! imprisonment. 
Ik is fully expected that the creditors will receive the whole of their claims, 
the resources of the house being still large. It will be proper to add that 
the firm of Dent, Palmer, and Co., of London, is a totally distinct and 
separate concern from that of Dent and Co., of China.” 

‘Tho Lost says :— 

“ It is reported that an eminent English house in China has failed, and 
owing to telegrams their agents here have deemed it necessary to decline 
the acceptance of their drafts. Other China houses are stated to be in 
difliculties. The general feeling seems to be that the Bank will recuce 
its rate of discount to-morrow, unless the reported failures in China are 
considered of sufficient importance to induce the directors to continue the 
present rate until more precise intelligence comes to hand.” 

‘Ihe Herald has the following :-— 

“ Rumour has been extremely busy the last few days with the name of 
a house of standing in China, which was stated to have made enormous 
losses in tea, To-day‘it transpired that the drafts of Messrs. Dent and Co., 
of China, had been refused acceptance by their agents here, Messrs. Dent, 
Palmer, and Co., of London, except so far as relates to this aency. Of 
course, though there may be difficulties, it does not follow that suspension 
is inevitable, and we must now wait and see what will be the result of the 
return of the acceptances. Mr. John Dent, the head of the firm, has 
been connected witb some of the late public companies, and in one it is 
feared he has been compelled to sacrifice a considerable amount of money. 
‘The house, it is believed, is one of the largest in China, and Mr. Dent, 
being dissatisfied with recent management, had gone out to look into the 
Position of affairs.” 

‘The prospectus of the Agra Bank to carry on the business of 
the late Agra and United Service Bank, which has been fully 
noticed in previous numbers, has been issued, and will be found 
in our advertising columns, The following circular also has 
been issued. It will be perceived that meetings of creditors

‘The Bradford Chamber last week addressed to the Earl 
of Derby another memorial, which refers to and quotes a previous me- 
morial on the subject, dated upwards of six years since, to the late Vis- 
count Palmerston, then Prime Minister. ‘fhe present memorial further 
shows, from Parliamentary letters trom which it quotes, that between June, 
1960, and February, 1664, twenty-six memorials advocating the opening 
of this new Eastern trade were sent up to Viscount Palmerston, as Prime 
Minister, or to members of his Cabinet, from the chief commercial bodies 
of the kingdom, and this without any result." ‘The same paper adda—¢ It 
is to be hoped that the present memorial may draw Ministerial attention to 
this long proposed and too long neglected plan for the extension of 
British commerce over extensive, rich, and populous portions of Eastera 
Asia.” 

A mecting of the shareholders of the China Steamship and

The biddings for £300,000 in bills on India took placo on 
the 7th.

“The telegraph and courier service through Russia and Mongolia via 
Kiachta, the frontier town, appears to have greatly improved, The time 
occupied by the couriers between Kiachta and Tienstin has now been 
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reduced to twelve days, The telegraph wires are complete from London 
to Kiachta and seem to work well, a telegram having just been received 
in fourteen hours. From Tientsin messages are conveyed by steamers to 
allother parts of China. ‘The cost of a message of twenty words is about 
£4 5e., and the agency is at the London and China Telegraph Office, 12, 
George-yard, Lombard-street.” 

‘A project is on foot for establishing a company for the pur- 
pose of trading with different countries in Asia, and several 
eminent bankers have promised to support it. The belief is 
that French commerce is capable of great extension in that 
part of the world. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company's steamer 
Maasilia, from Southampton on the 4th inst., was,—in gold to

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

Tea—Our market remains in the same dull and depressed state, with 
increased anxiety on the part of holders to 
mination of the trade to buy only for immediate wants from public sales 
have day by day become more difficult to make, and prices for nearly all 
descriptions have again given way. ‘The continued large export from 
China in the face of the money difliculties here and the very discouraging 
accounts sent from this side surprises every one, and until some decided 
the export there can be no revival of confidence, as the 
and to arrive the next few months is so largely in excess 
of our deliveries that we must have a large addition to our already heavy 
stock, whilst the losses are such as must open the eyes of all shippers to 
the folly so long carried on of hurrying forward shipments in the early 
part of the season at a rate nearly approaching double that of our 
Tequirements, and at prices which would only be safe upon an 
export about half equal to our wants. In Congous, siftings remain much 
as before, some parcels of new, with fair quality, have been sold from 
8d. to 9d. per 1b. Broken-leaf and Jeafy kinds have sold 4d. per Ib. lower. 
Fair to good common have been sold at public sale from 11d. to 11}d. 
per Ib. Fair flavory kinds, of old import, from 113d. to 1s. 1d. per Ib. 
Fair to good Kaisows have sold at a further reduction of 1d. per lb. Fine 
meet only with a slow sale, but as the trade want them, they are willing 
to pay fair prices. Finest show no alteration. Pak Lings remain much 
as before. Common to fair black-leaf have lost the 4d. per Ib. improve- 
ment last quoted ; the fair to good qualities of this import have been sold 
from 1s. 2d, to 1s, 8d. per Ib, tine from 1s. 0d. to 2s. 2d., showing a de- 
cline of fully 2d. per 1b, New-make Canton kinds show a decline of fully 
1d, per Ib. “In Oclongs there is no change to notice, they having been 
only in limited request. Some few parcels of fine Souchong 
have been sold at relatively full prices. Flowery Pekves are 
without alteration. In Scented ‘Teas there has been a moderate 
amount of business, but prices have again ruled rather in favour of 
buyers, especially for the fair to good kinds, both of Canton and Fuochow 
make, In Greens there has been a steady, though limited demand, con- 
fined exclusively to home requirements. The new Ping Sueys, mostly by 
steamer Agamemnon, have sold at full rates, the No. 1, or extra’ fine 
Gunpowders, at 8s. 10d, to 4s. per Ib., and other grades in proportion, but 
with further supplies such prices cannot rule. ‘The Chanticleer, from 
Yokohama, has brought about 2,000 half-chests uncolonred leaf of fair to 
good quality; an average price of 1s. 4$d. per Ib, has been offered for 
1,500 of the better qualities ; a few good common have sold at 1s. 3d. per 
1b. In coloured sorts but little is passing. ‘The public sale of this week 
comprises 50,700 packages, of which 49,500 packages are without reserve. 
The following comments are from the Produce Murket Review :—It 
has been a general remark in reference to the Jate panic that the com- 
mercial failures were few, and that the produce markets were less imme- 












































diately affected than is usual in periods of dear money. This may have 
been the case, but the value of produce has steadily declined throughout 
the summer and autumn, and if commercial failures have not absolutely 
resulted from the long-continued pressure for money, great difficulty must 
have been experienced amongst importers, and lors of an almost unprece- 
dented character must have fallen upon the consigners of Tea to this 
country, by the great depreciation in value throughout the year. Thus, 
although everyone expected that the price of Tea could fall no lower, the 
announcement this week of difficulties amongst China bouses bas broken 
confidence, and may have led, when coupled with the continued want of 
prosperity in the trade, to an anxious desire on the part of the 
merchants here to realise. This may be easily understood when 
it is considered that a large rorortion of ndon merchants 
act as agents for the sale of Tea for houses abroad, their trans- 
actions involving considerable expense. Any long-continued want of 
confidence must therefore influence the conduct of buainess of this kind, 
and increase the desire to turn consignments into money. At the public 
sales this week prices have fallen materially, and although, as is usual, the 
preponderance was of kinds below Is. 6d. per Ib., and the better qualities 
may therefore not immediately be affected, it is acknowledged that a fall 
of at least Id, per tb. has taken place in common Congous ; and our belief 
is, that if careful comparison were made of the prices obtained at former 
sales, a fall of 2d. to Sd. would be found to have taken place in numerous 
instances. It might be argued that, after a series of such severe trials, the 
low price of Tea would make it a safe purchase ; but it is to be remem- 
bered that the inerease of supply during the last ten months has been more 
than three-fold the increase of delivery during the same time. The charac- 
ter of the Tea trade is rapidly changing, the exporters of Tea from China 
are much more numerous; the days i which there was a monopoly in the 
trade by a few large houses appear to have peers never to return, and 
with them the fluctuations in the value of Tea. The necessities of the 
more modern houses that have taken their place make prompt realisation 
a necessity, and hence the continued tendency to sell by public auction, 

Stx.—We have a very quiet market in silk. The latest telegram, 
under date 8th October, seems to adhere to the notion that the total export 
from China will not reach 28,000 bales. The prices advised too would 
indicate full confidence in these figures. Still the demand having been 
‘once checked has never been resumed, and the business doing is upon @ 
very moderate scale. An unloading of 1,800 bales, including 400 bales of 
the new Japan Silk, is just taking place, but at present nothing has been 
done—some of the Japan Silk isreally fine as regards quality and size, but 
the present rates very much check business, Deliveries for October are 
2,858 China and 505 Japan, and from 1st November to 8th 482 China and 
111 Japan, China Silk Piece Goods: The only goods in the Sales yes- 
terday were 501 demi pieces Pongee Handkerchiefs.
